Toyoda, respondió a una descarga 


dé preguntas ante el Congreso de 
EE.UU., que investiga la llamada a 
revisión de millones de vehículos, y 
asumió “plena responsabilidad” por 
un problema que, además de causar 39 
muertes, ha mermado la confianza de 
los consumidores. Bajo juramento ante 
el Comité de Supervisión y Reforma 
Gubernamental de la Cámara de Re- 
presentantes, Toyoda leyó en inglés su 
testimonio, en el que lamentó “profun- 
damente” los accidentes causados por 
los problemas de aceleración en ciertos 
modelos. Toyoda, que asumió el cargo 
en junio de 2009, sugirió que el febril 
ritmo de crecimiento de Toyota afectó 
las normas de seguridad, y delineó las 
medidas para corregir los problemas 
actuales y prevenir más tragedias. Esas 
medidas incluyen el reemplazo de las 
alfombrillas del lado del conductor y 
de los aceleradores en los vehículos 
afectados; la creación de un sistema 
para responder con prontitud a las 
quejas de clientes y la de un grupo de 
expertos de Norteamérica para evitar 
“decisiones equivocadas”. 

En una tensa sesión de pregun- 
tas, que contestó con la ayuda de una 
intérprete japonesa, Toyoda dijo estar 
“absolutamente confiado” de que no 
existen problemas con los sistemas 
electrónicos en sus autos, Como sos- 
pechan algunos expertos de la industria 
automotriz y muchos líderes del Con- 
greso. Aseguró que su empresa “provee 
el mismo servicio y el mismo nivel de 
atención” a los clientes en todo el mun- 
do, pese a que el legislador republicano, 
Mark Souder, señaló que algunos docu- 
mentos sugieren que Toyota atendió 
primero los problemas en Europa. La

La cifra semanal de so- 
licitudes del subsidio por de- 
sempleo en EE.UU. aumentó 
en 22,000 la semana pasada y 
se ubicó en 496,000 la más alta 
desde mediados de noviembre 
y el sexto incremento en las 
primeras ocho semanas de este 


año, informó el Departamento 
de Trabajo. La mayoría de los 
analistas había calculado que 
la cifra de solicitudes bajaría a 
460,000 en la semana que termi- 
nó el 20 de febrero. El promedio 
en cuatro semanas de solicitudes 
del subsidio que pagan los go- 
biernos de los estados aumentó 
en 6,000 y se ubicó en 473,750 
informó el Gobierno. 

La cifra de solicitudes nue- 
vas indica el ritmo de pérdidas 
de empleo, y las cifras de las 
personas que permanecen por 
períodos prolongados cobrando 
el subsidio muestra las dificul- 
tades que existen para encontrar 
un empleo nuevo.

Castro ready to talk with U.S. under conditions of equality 


Cuban President Raul Castro confirmed that his 
government is ready to talk with the United States about 
any subject, but under conditions of equality, Brazil’s 
official Estado news agency reported. “We want to 
discuss with the government of the United States all 
the problems that they want to (talk about). I repeat 


- it three times: all, all, all. But we will only accept if 


it is in absolute equality,” Castro said while showing 
Brazilian counterpart Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva around 
the port of Mariel, near Havana. 

In any potential dialogue, Washington “can ask 
about anything, but we also want to ask about all the 
problems of the United States,” Castro said. Castro 
acknowledged that “maximum freedom of expression” 


does not exist on the island, but he attributed that pro- 
blem to Washington. “Here there is not the maximum 
freedom of expression. That is true. But if the United 
States would leave us alone, there could be that maxi- 
mum freedom,” he said, according to Estado. 

In like manner, Castro blamed the death of Cuban 
political prisoner Orlando Zapata Tamayo, who died 
Tuesday after an 85-day hunger strike, on the relation- 
ship with the United States, though he did not explain 
the nature of U.S. responsibility. Lula, meanwhile, 
avoided commenting on the death of Zapata, whose 
viewing will be held Wednesday in Banes, in his native 
eastern province of Holguin. EFE

de salud de nuestro país. 

La Sociedad Mexicana de 
Salud Pública indica también que 
muchos de los padecimientos están 
estrechamente relacionados con 
estilos de vida, hábitos de higiene, 
alimentación, y también con la falta 
de acceso a servicios de agua y dre- 
naje. Los temas de salud que afectan 
a la población, son tema de gran 
preocupación para las autoridades, 
así como la relación que existe entre 
los estilos de vida y las formas de 
atención, evaluando aspectos como 
una cobertura efectiva, el funciona- 
miento de los sistemas de salud y las 
medidas preventivas.

Thousands of Mexicans come to 
El Paso fleeing violence in Mexico

Some 30.000 residents of nearby Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, have settled 
in El Paso in recent years because of the drug traffic king violence that is 
blamed for more than 4,000 deaths in the Mexican city in a little more than 
two years. That influx has generated concern in the El Paso Police Depart- 
ment, City Councilman Beto O’Rourke said in an interview with Efe. 

“The Police Department released that estimate because they’re seeking 
authorization to buy 1,100 M4 assault rifles for (their) personnel, claiming 
that they don’t know who the people are who are establishing themselves 
in the city coming from Mexico or from whom they are fleeing,” he said. 

Police say that although there has only been one kidnapping in the El 
Paso area reported in the past year, that one of a man who then turned up 
dead in Juarez, there have been attempted abductions that have not been 
successful. “It’s necessary to be prepared to respond to these incidents with 
the necessary tools, and the criminals are armed with high-powered rifles,” 
one officer told Efe on condition of anonymity. 

O’Rourke, who defends the legalization of marijuana as a possible 
solution to “narco-violence,” said that the arrival of Mexicans culturally 
enriches the communities where they settle, as well as the local economy, 
because they rent houses and do their shopping in the city. 

In fact. the real estate crisis here has not been as bad as elsewhere in 
part because many Mexicans have bought homes, even paying in cash, 
so that they can settle in the United States after receiving threats in their 

country. “I was threatened recently. They told me they were going to kill 
me and that day I came to El Paso,” said Carlos, a former Juarez resident 


who now lives with friends in the Texas city. 

El Paso immigration attorney Carlos Spector confirmed that many 
people who are arriving are exploring the possibility of becoming legal 
residents, obtaining a business visa or even political asylum if they have 
no other option. The majority of these people cross the border with tourist 
visas or with a local crossing authorization that allows them to stay in the 
United States for up to 30 days, he said. EFE

estos servicios? ¿Costo? 

Juan: Nuestros servicios es- 
tán abiertos a todas las personas 
en general de medianos y bajos 
recursos del Condado de Santa 
Clara. Nosotros no distinguimos 
raza, religión O sexo, estamos para 
ayudarlos en todo lo que esté a 
nuestro alcance y que conozcan más 
sobre sus derechos. El programa de 
Servicios Legales de Inmigración 
de Caridades Católicas, cuenta con

Es 
importante tener presente que si 
queremos lograr la reforma migra 
toria debemos hacernos contar para 
que el gobierno estadounidense 
esté informado de cuántas personas 
indocumentadas existen en este país 
y con un número exacto encuentren 
una pronta solución o vía legal que 
ayude a millones de inmigrantes 
indocumentados en este país.

Mel Gibson visited a prison in the Mexican Gulf state of Veracruz 
where shooting for one of his upcoming films will take place. The actor, 
filmmaker and producer, accompanied by several members of the film 
crew, on Tuesday meticulously toured the grounds of the Ignacio Allende 
prison in Veracruz, a port city some 400 kilometers (249 miles) east of 
Mexico City. Close to 1.000 inmates were relocated to another facility in 
January to clear the way for the production, sparking protests by relatives 
of the prisoners. Filming is scheduled to begin on March 22 with Adrian 
Grunberg directing and Gibson in the starring role; according to Veracruz 
Gov. Fidel Herrera, the project is tentatively titled “How I Spent My Sum 
mer Vacation.” 

Written by Gibson, Grunberg and Stacy Perskie, it will tell the story 
of a career criminal, played by Gibson, who is finally tracked down by 
authorities and thrown into a brutal, drug-infested prison where he will 
need the help of a nine-year-old boy to survive. Herrera told Mexican 
media that the shooting will last 12 weeks and that the project will cre- 
ate 11,000 jobs in Veracruz. “Mel Gibson is delighted when he comes to 
Veracuz. The people are thrilled. They're going to hire 11,000 workers, 
which means income for the extras; and the Mexican actors who arrived 
with him are pleased with the quality of the Veracruz actors and actresses,” 
the governor said. EFE
